PaJl  arn;'a;orns  vrere  aJ.rnorr.ally  a.bundant  in  ITev/  Ena;land  and  the  Middle 
Atlan-tic  States,  vrith  severe  darape  reported  fron  Mississippi,  Missouri,  and 
Te.Ta.s,  Tiie;.r  were  aAso  reported  from  Nebraska. 

The  European  corn  borer  was  reported  from  sections  of  Maryland  and 
Virginia.,  v/hich'are  in  the  vicinity  of  Nashin"ton,  D,  C,  This  appears  to 
bo  the  first  record  from  this  locality.  It  was  a.lso  reported  for  the  first 
tine  from  eipht  nei'  counties  in  southern  Yirpinin.  This  insect  vras  seriously 
prevalent  in  Ohio  and  parts  of  Indiaoia,  In  Illinois  about  .half  of  the  counties 
of  the  State  a.ro  infested,  ^t  v'a.s  also  r-cordod  for  the  first  tine  from  three 
additional  counties  in  Uiscousin, 

The  chinch  bup  v.oas  ni  .•ra tina  to  hibernation  quarters  in  Indiana,  Illinois, 
and  Missouri, 

The  southwestern  corn  borer  ca.used  considerable  dapiape  in  southv/estern 
Kansa.s  and  parts  of  Oklahoma, 

Tile  sorphun  v.robworn  w&e  very  d'-structive  to  feterita  and  other  prain 
sor.qhuns  in  Oklahoma  and  parts  of  Texas,  and  was  a.lso  repented  from  Indiana, 

Tile  velvctbea.n  caterpillar  v^as  generally  reported  fro-’  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  the  Gulf  ropion. 

An  increa.se  in  the  loomlations  of  tlio  San  Jose  scale  v.-as  reported  from 
the  East  Centra.l  States, 

Neather  conditions  have  been  favora,ble  for  the  dove lo Tine nt  of  Comstock*  s 
nealybutq  and  hif^h  populations  of  overwintering  eggs  in  parts  of  Virginia  and 
Ohio, 

The  green  stinlibug  has  almost  com.plotoly  destroyed  to.natoes,  beans,  and. 
peas  over  the  southern  half  of  Ala,bama,  Vetches,  Austrian  v/inter  pea.s,  and 
crimson  clover  very  seriously  daiia.ged  on  about  200,000  acres  in  the  Uillanette 
Va.llov,  Or  eg.  by  garden  slugs. 
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Tile  ;x)tato  tulier  v/orn  is  very  abundant  arid  doin:'^  consideralile  danage  to 
potatoes  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia..  It  vrao  also  reported  from  parts 
of  Louisiana.. 

Tile  cahha.ge  looper  occurred  in  outhrcaJc  nuahors  in  ea.stern  Virginia  and 
in  damaging  nunhers  in  parts  of  Texas  and  Oklaiiona. 

The  svreetpotato  vreevil  v/as  reported  fron  Hutchinson  County,  Kans,,  this 
being  the  first  record  for  tlia.t  State. 

Indications  are  that  largo  populrtions  of  loll  weevils  will  ao  into 
hibernation  over  -'.ost  of  the  Cotton  Lelt* 

The  cotton  leaf  worn  durina  the  second  v;cok  in  the  nontli  appeared  in  Hew 
En-oland  and  durina  the  third  v.^eek  in  the  nonth  throughout  the  East  Central 
Sta.tes  and  in  ITebraska, 

Fines  have  been  severely  -infested  by  the  European  pine  shoot  noth  in 
arca.s  in  Connecticut,  Hew  York,  Hevr  Jersey,  and  Massachusetts. 

The  boxeldor  bug  v.^as  unusua.lly  nunerous  throughout  the  Middle  Atlantic, 
East  Central,  anr’  L'est  Centra.l  States,  being  particularly  troublesome  beca.use 
of  enterina  houses. 

The  screvarorn  was  reported  as  unusually  abuivbant  in  marts  of  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Mississippi,  and  Arizona,  and  first  recorded  in  Montana..

G-rasshopuer  surveys  in  Au'ust  revealed  li'dit  to  moderate  infestations 
over  the  greater  part  of  the  agricultural  area,  in  Manitoba,  In  general, 
damane  was  very  liglit,  altliough  some  late  crojis  in  the  Red  River  Valle;'’  and 
Carmen  areas  suffered  severely.  The  clear— ■'''ingod  'rasshopper  v'as  found  to 
have  extended  its  r:nge  into  northern  areas  of' the  Province,  In  southern 
sections  the  lesser  '"\igratory  and  two-striped  grasshoppers  vjero  prcdoriinant.

In  Alberta.,  the  lesser  mi'na.tory  grasshopper,  although 
groatl;.'’  reduced,  as  co’mpancd  vrith  1940,  V'as  present  in  snail  nu''.bers  over  pran— 
ticalH''  the  v.rhole  cultivated  a.rea  of  the  southern  part  of  the  Province,  Heavy 
danage  a.long  the  margins  of  v/heatfields  occurred  in  a number  of  localities, 
and  head  droppin.g  reduced  the  yield  1 or  2 bushels  per  acre  in  some  areas.

Considerahle  damage  to  pastures  and  field  cro'ps  oy  white  grubs  wa.s 
reported  in  southern  and  south— central  Onta.rio, 

The  beet  webvn rn  was  widespread-  in  the  Peane  Liver  district  and  through- 
out the  Prairie  Provi'nces.  In  southern  Alberta  a small  percentage  of  the 
beet  crop  va5  destroyed  and  yields  vrere  red'O-Ced  on  so  ^e  10,000  acres.
